Keeps Senate Busy 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 
Senate wrote into the House- 
passed excise lax bill today an 
amendment designed to permit 
the IX‘m(XTals and Republicans 
to sell advertLsing in program 
books at their national political 
conventions 
It was one more of a long se­ 
ries of extraneous riders offered 
to the bill in a week of Senate 
debate. 
Advertisc'rs would be permit­ 
ted to deduct such expenses on 
their taxes but only under re­ 
stricted conditions. 
The amendment was offered 
by Sen. Thomas H Kuchel. R- 
Calif.. in behalf of Sen Everett 
M. Dirksen, R-Ill . who was ab­ 
sent because of illness. 
Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La , 
floor manager for the bill, ac­ 
cepted the amendment, saying 
he understood it was desired by 
both major parties. 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del., 
said he also was agreeable to it 
because he felt it excluded the 
abuses which he said existed in 
sales of advertising for such 
books in previous years 
Williams sucressfully spon­ 
sored a provision a few years 
ago which denied the tax deduc­ 
tion privilege on such advertis­ 
ing. 
But today’s amendment would 
limit the privilege to businesses

A guerrilla mine blast that 
killed four Israelis and wounded 
an American volunteer preced­ 
ed the Jordanian machine-gun 
and artillery attacks that led to 
the jet raid, the Israelis said. 
The Jordanian army claimed 
the Israelis opened fire first 
with mortars and field guns on 
the village of Um Kais, then la­ 
ter hit Karameh, the site of a 
main Al Fatah guerrilla staging 
center. 
A dispatch from Massada in 
Israeli territory about 50 miles 
from Tel Aviv, said the Jorda­ 
nians had hit a farm there with 
about 50 artillery rounds and 
fire from 120mm and 81mm 
mortars. 
Newspapers throughout the 
Arab world had claimed for two 
days that another Israeli attack 
was in preparation. Amman re­ 
ported heavy troop movements 
on Israel’s side of the Jordan 
River truce line Thursday. 
Newsmen in the tense Beisan 
Valley said the French-made Is­ 
raeli jets penetrated several 
miles into Jordan to strike at 
gun emplacements dug into the 
slopes of the Gilad Mountains, 
and raked riverfront machine- 
gun nests in a four-mile sweep. 
Reporting on the attacks, the 
Jordanian army said; “ The ene­ 
my is keeping up continuous air 
activity over the northern area 
of thè Nurdan Valley and is 
shelling our frontier positions. 
Our troops are fighting back.” 
The Israelis, sensitive about 
the vulnerability of their low- 
lying farm communities in the 
fertile valley, said they went to 
their air power after Jordanian 
big guns hit settlements at 
Gesher, Beit Yosef and Yarde- 
na. 
Tension had filled the valley 
earlier in the day after four Is­ 
raeli civilians were killed when 
their trailer, pulled by a tractor, 
hit a mine in a banana grove in 
Massada. south of Lake Galilee. 
A fifth passenger, an Ameri­ 


can, was badly wounded, a 
spokesman said. 
To the Arabs it looked like 
war was impending again. 
Before news of the air strike, 
press reports in Cairo, Beirut. 
Damascus, Amman and Bagdad 
had chorused the general feel­ 
ing that Israel was about to hit 
Jordan again, and soon. 
The press also spoke of Israeli 
buildups along the cease-fire 
line with Syria, in the Sinai des­ 
ert and even along the quiet 
border with Lebanon.

Accuses 
Johnson, 
Kennedy 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) - 
Richard M. Nixon has accused 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy and 
President Johnson of raucous, 
irresponsible campaigning. But 
he had a kind word for Sen. Eu­ 
gene J. McCarthy, the on-the- 
scene Democrat who could knife 
into his Republican vote in Wis­ 
consin’s wide-open presidential 
primary. 
And the proxy campaign for 
Johnson rolled on in the nation’s 
second presidential primary 
That was the scene in a Wis­ 
consin puzzle compounded by 
the fact that when the polls open 
next Tuesday, a voter can 
choose the ballot of either party. 
Nixon men are concerned lest 
the lack of a real contest in the 
Republican primary lead vast 
numbers of normally GOP vot­ 
ers to switch and cast Demo­ 
cratic ballots. 
While he campaigned in Wis­ 
consin. Nixon talked nationally, 
in a recorded radio address 
which criticized the campaign 
style of both Kennedy and John­ 
son. 
“ Never have we more needed 
an intelligent, rational and dis­ 
passionate discussion of the 
great issues,” he said. “ And yet 
seldom has debate been more 
raucous or more irresponsible. 
“ Sen. Kennedy accused his 
fellow 
Democrat. 
President 
Johnson, of calling upon the 
darker impulses of the Ameri­ 
can spirit,” the former vice 
president said. “ The President 
and his supporters too often re­ 
spond in kind by savage attacks 
on the motives of his critics.” 


Panam a 
Returns 
To Normal 


PANAMA (AP) — Normality 
returned to this politically torn 
capital this morning following 
wild rioting Thursday night that 
left two dead and at least 16 
persons injured. 


Stores that shuttered down 
quickly at the first signs of trou­ 
ble 
reopened 
and 
traffic 
throughout the city seemed nor­ 
mal. The opposition has been 
trying to get a general strike 
started against the government. 


A national guardsman shot 
and killed a looter and the sec­ 
ond victim died in still unclear 
circumstances. Guard patrols 
were out in large numbers in 
the business district. 


The commander of the guard. 
Brig. Gen. Bolivar Vallarino, 
said in a communique today his 
troops would act vigorously, 
with “ all means at their dispos­ 
al, ” to put down any new dis­ 
turbances. He blamed Thursday 
night’s rioting on “ unscrupulous 
politicians,” 
without 
making 
any specific referenc-e to per­ 
sons or organizations. 


The main elements in Pana­ 
ma’s trouble are two claimants 
to the presidency, a restive na­ 
tional guard and a decisive Su­ 
preme Court session starting 
Monday. Thursday night’s riot­ 
ing followed a silent protest by 
2,000 women.

MEMPHIS. Term. 
(A P )- 
Martin Luther King and other 
civil rights leaders debated 
whether to stage a second pro­ 
test march today, as armed na­ 
tional guardsmen stood wati’h 
following 
Thursday 
rioting 
which claimed one life. 


Sporadic violence was report­ 
ed throughout the ciW’s Negro 
sections. Memphis has 280,(K)0 
Negroes among its 700.000 resi­ 
dents—and the 1,300 striking 
garbage workers in whose be­ 
half the Thursday march was 
staged are 98 per cent Negroe^s. 


One police vehicle was report­ 
ed hit by sniper fire, but there 
were 
no 
injuries. 
National 
guardsmen were deployed even,' 
15 feet along sections of historic 
Beale Street, hardest hit when 
the march by 6,000 Negroes 
broke into violence Beale Street 
itself was blocked off to motor 
and pedestrian traffic, and a 
curfew, imposed overnight, was 
to be in effect again tonight. 
The city had not dwided 
whether 
to

march today. No permit nor­ 
mally is required, but the city is 
operating 
under 
emergency 
powers granted under a meas­ 
ure rushed through the State 
Legislature in Nashville after 
the trouble broke out

RFK Seeks Student Vote 


IN THE WEST WITH K EN ­ 
NEDY (AP) — “ Bobby” is 
what’s happening on campus 
The quadrangle and the bas­ 
ketball court are the forums 
Robert F. Kennedy has chosen 
for the launching of his cam­ 
paign to snatch the Democratic 
presidential nomination from 
Lyndon B Johnson 
By tonight he will have barn­ 
stormed through a dozen cam­ 
puses west of the Mississippi 
since declaring himself a candi­ 
date two weeks ago. 
All but one of his formal ap­ 
pearances—as opposed to shop­ 
ping center, airport and street 
corner rallies—have been before 
enthusiastic thousands of stu­ 
dents. 
They’re demanding that he 
“ tell it like it Is,” and he is re­ 
sponding 
vigorously, 
giving 
some answers they like and 
some they do not. 
Kennedy needs 1,312 delegates 
when the Democratic National 
Convention gathers five months 
hence to nominate a candidate. 
Few, if any of those delegates 
are likely to be a college student. 
Why the campus, then? There 
are several reasons, in the New 
York Democrat’s case:

For a figure as controversial 
as Kennedy Is, the response on 
campus has been decidedly 
one-sided in his favor. His cam­ 
paign keynote—to throw out the 
Johnson policies in Vietnam, 
stop the bombing and get to the 
negotiating table—is what the 
students want to hear. 
But Robert Francis Kennedy 
Is what they come out to see. To 
evaluate his effectiveness on 
campus, an observer does not 
listen closely to his speeches. 
He walks around the hall and 
watches the faces. 
The dominant expression Is 
one of hopeful attentiveness to 
every word and gesture. Their 
lips are parted, their eyes wide. 
They have been waiting for 
something Maybe this is it 
They cheer when he says he 
understands those who conscien­ 
tiously object to serving in Viet­ 
nam, and when he says, “ If 
that’s what your conscience 
tells you to do, then you have to 
do it. ” 
But they become confused 
when he adds: “ But you must 
be prepared to face the legal 
consequences ” 
They cheer when he says he 
would like to abolish the draft; 
but many jeer when he adds: 
“ But not now, with a war going 
on I think we should draft by 
lotery And student deferments 
should be abolished.’ 
Kennedy has encountered se­ 
rious heckling on only one cam­ 
pus—at San Fernando Valley 
State College in conservative 
Southern California.

There he got heavy booing for 
his stand on the draft. 
“ I come here and you say tell 
it like it Is,’ and I tell you the 
truth,” he retorted. “ Our views 
may not agree—but all should 
be heard.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
loss of an F I 11 A, this country's 
most advanced fighter-bomber, 
may hand the Communists the 
benefits of $1 billion in U.S. re­ 
search and development work. 
Officials said Thursday the 
fate of the Air Force F ill A and 
its two crewmen, listed as 
“ overdue on a mission in South­ 
east Asia,” was uncertain, but 
their worst fear appeared to be 
confirmed today. The N o r t h 
Vietnamese reported the plane 
was shot down in Ha Tinh Prov­ 
ince, North Vietnam. 
The revolutionary swing-wing 
plane was part of a group of six 
F lllA 
fighter-bombers 
saw 
combat for the first time only 
this week. 
If the plane did indeed go 
down in Communist-held territo­ 
ry, it could mean an enormous 
coup for the Reds. Much, of 
course, would depend on the 
plane’s condition. 
The Soviets are well along in 
swing-wing technology, sources 
said, so it appears they might 
not gain greatly in this respect 
from capture of a downed F I 11A 
by their North Vietnamese or 
Pathet Lao friends in Laos But 
the F111A is packed with very 
sophisticated gear, novel en­ 
gines and other devices devel­ 
oped by U.S. scientists and tech­ 
nicians after years of effort.

ness of the devices in the F ills 
and other U.S. warplanes. 
Among other highly complex 
and sophisticated mechanism 
aboard the F lllA : 
—A “ terrain-following’’ radar 
which permits the plane to fly 
faster than sound only a few 
hundred feet above ground lev­ 
el, with automatic sensors keep­ 
ing the plane clear of such ob­ 
stacles as hills and mountains. 
—Automated navigation and 
bombing system, combining use 
of radar and computers to keep 
the plane on precise course and 
enabling bombing of targets 
with record accuracy in dark­ 
ness or foul weather. 
—Unusual new jet engines 
which include turbofans for 
fuel-saving in long-range flight 
at subsonic speeds, and an af­ 
terburner with juice for super­ 
sonic dashes. 
One reason officials said they 


were reluctant to announce the 
loss of the F lllA was that 
search and rescue operations 
were still going on. 
The F lllA is fitted with a 
unique survival system. 


The cockpit containing pilot 
and co-pilot may be ejected 
from the fuselage with an explo­ 
sive charge which the pilot fires 
by yanking a stick beside his 
seat. 


The cockpit then becomes a 
sort of capsule, thrown clear of 
the plane body. The capsule, 
with the pilot and co-pilot in 
pressurized safety, drifts to the 
ground by parachute.

Columbia, was the speaker at 
the dinner meeting of Sedalia 
Independent Retail 
Grocers, 
held Tuesday evening, March 26 
at Flat Creek Inn. 
Prof. Cunningham presented 
a study of 11 stores in which he 
pointed out the weaknesses in 
store layout that could improve 
store sales. In effectiveness in 
bringing customers to the stores 
he 
found 
that 
newspaper 
advertising is 79 per cent, radio 
and TV eight per cent and in­ 
store ads 13 percent. 
Stressing 
wider 
aisles, 
particularly in the larger stores, 
he suggested that they not be 
less than seven feet wide, and 
emphasized that shoppers, who 
are mostly women, will stop 
and look along the shelves if 
they are 
not crowded 
He 
pointed out that specials should 
not be out too far from the 
shelves or they block the aisle 
and should never be put directly 
opposite each other, for that 
narrows 
the 
aisle. 
He 
commented they should not be 


in the center of the aisle, either 
for that divides the traffic and 
they see only one side. Specials, 
he said, should be midway 
down aisles, not at the end, then 
the shopper must go the length 
of the aisle to find them, and 
this gives them a chance to find 
other things on the shelves they 
may buy. 
The way things are displayed 
mean a great deal in selling. For 
example, 
bacon 
packages 
should be put standing on end 
all the way back, not flat. This 
provides more refrigeration. Do 
not put the produce clear to the 
front end, but leave a space so 
the cool air can circulate. 
Keep eggs at a temperature of 
50 degrees controlled because 
eggs can drop a grade if taken 
out into hot weather if the 
temperature is kept below that.

Inflation 'Cowardly' 
Ruthless, Irrational

NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri­ 
cans this week got another dis­ 
couraging report from their 
pickpocket, a term that Presi­ 
dent Johnson used some time 
ago to describe inflation. 
Inflatiot is not just an unwel­ 
come guest but Ls the unofficial 
tax collector for the nation. It 
has been called unjust, ruthless, 
greedy, villainous, irrational— 
and all these derogatory de­ 
scriptions and more apply to it. 
It is also cowardly, for it 
picks on those who can do little 
about it. on elderly men and 
women and others on fixed in­ 
comes. for example; on people 
who can't go out and earn more 
to replace the money taken 
from them 
The pickpocket's report came 
in the form of the coasumer 
price index, which rose to 119 in 
February, meaning that prices 
then were 19 per cent higher 
than in the 1958-1959 period. It 
was the 13th straight monthly 
rise. 
This rising coasumer price in­ 
dex is the tax of inflation—a tax 
in almost every sense of the 
word except that it has no basis 
in law.

measure the economic engine, 
for example, by the heat it gives 
off rather than by the power it 
produces. 
To put it another way: you’re 
really not advancing if your pay 
increase is matched by in­ 
creased prices. A lot of activity 
is generated, but you’re just 
spinning your wheels. You’re 
not moving ahead 
This is not quite the case at 
the moment. Living costs are in­ 
creasing, but so is buying pow­ 
er. Wages might be increasing 
for corporations but so are 
corporate profits. Still, much of 
what looks like improvement is 
just motion. 
People are making more mon­ 
ey but their living standards 
cannot reflect this completely. 
A steady amount of the dollars 
they put in their pockets is fin­ 
gered quickly and silently by 
the pickpocket. 
So, if inflation is a tax, why 
not let it be9 Why introduce for­ 
mal taxes which might elimi­ 
nate inflation but impost anoth­ 
er penalty? 
Well, as the President indicat­ 
ed, who wants a pickpocket as a 
tax collector. Among its other 
faults, pickpocket inflation is: 
UNJUST. It often hurts the 
poor more than the rich. Food 
prices, for example, are becom­ 
ing inflated again The rich man 
might need to spend only 10 per 
cent of his pay on food. But the 
poor family may have to budget 
25 per cent of take home pay for 
food. 
RUTHLESS. Inflation doesn't 
present any arguments in its de­ 
fense. It does not go through 
proper channels, such as Con­ 
gress, where it can be examined 
before getting your money. It 
just takes it. 
G REED Y. It literally feeds on 
itself. This is the spiral, in 
which a wage increase to offset 
higher prices becomes a reason 
for business to raise prices to 
offset higher wages. A spiral 
can spin out of control like a 
tornado. 
I R R A TI O N A L . It really 
doesn’t make much sense to 
raise wages only to see the in­ 
creases wiped out by rising 
prices and so on. But what is ut­ 
terly irrational about inflation Is 
that it can be spotted and head­ 
ed off—but usuallv isn’t. 
DANGEROUS. Inflation is: 
like a racing engine that eventu­ 
ally burns up its own parts. The 
imbalances it causes actually 
set the stage for the mirror im­ 
age—for deflation and even 
recession.

Salinger Seeking Stardom

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
man who has been a presiden­ 
tial press secretary, a senator, 
vice president of an airline and 
co-owner of a Hollywood Disco­ 
theque says he wants to be a 
television star—if he can find 
the time. 
Pierre Salinger, a chubby, ci­ 
gar-chomping, perpetual motion 
machine, previews his new tele­ 
vision series this April with a 
one-hour special syndicated to 
independent stations, “ With Sal­ 
inger.” 
The show will not begin regu­ 
lar weekly airing until next Sep­ 
tember. 
That's fine with Salinger who 
doesn’t seem to find enough 
hours in each day anyway. 
On a recent afternoon he 
failed to appear at his office for 
an interview. Tracked down at 
the campaign headquarters of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. D- 
N.Y., 
Salinger was dashing 
from empty room to empty 
room supervising the arrange­ 
ment of furniture. 
Phones rang constantly. A 
woman campaign worker would 
answer, announce a name, look 
to Salinger who would instantly 
shake his head negatively or af­ 
firmatively depending on the 
caller. 
At one point he eagerly 
grabbed 
the receiver. 
“ Mc­ 
Namara!” he said. “ Sure I'm 
back in harness. After all. does 
a dog eat dog food?” 
The return to public life began 
early this year when Salinger 


took a leave of absence from his 
vice presidency at Continental 
Airlines. His plan was to con­ 
centrate on the new television 
show and to write a political 
novel. 
Then Kennedy decided to seek 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination and enlisted the aid 
of the late President John F. 
Kennedy’s press secretary. 
“ I ’m moving to Washington 
now to concentrate on the cam­ 
paign." 
Salinger said. 
“ My 
publisher has given me another 
year to finish the novel. 
“ But I won’t be a delegate to 
the Democratic convention be­ 
cause of the TV show If I were 
a delegate there might be a 
problem with other delegates 
asking for equal time.” 
The show's format, he ex­ 
plained, will be “ a balance of 
serious discussion of today's Is­ 
sues with Americans and people 
abroad and a look at the world 
through satire ... a serious

An idol is “ nothing in the world” (I Corinthians 8:4) — 
has no power — cannot even save itself The Christian 
world sends missionaries to educate the illiterate. The 
philosopher attempts to point out the futility of 
depending upon things to bring happiness and meaning to 
life. Even so, Christian America is rapidly becoming a 
nation serving idols. 


The worship of the “ Golden Calf” brought God’s wrath 
upon the people of Israel. God had given them freedom. 
In return He demanded that they follow His law and 
worship Him Instead they fashioned an idol of gold. 
Materialism 
became 
their 
god. 
Immorality 
and 
corruption bec'ame the order of the day. Israel lost her 
freedom and the nation was overrun by other peoples. 
God has blessed America with freedom, wealth and 
power. Our founding fathers loved God and wrote into 
our Constitution provisions that recognized God. Men. 
whether they were educators, statesmen or'theologians, 
sought God’s leadership. It was not considered bigotry to 
pray in public places to envoke God’s blessing upon their 
endeavors. America has become the most wealthy and 
most powerful nation in the world. When a people serve 
God, He promises to supply all their needs.

The second of our gods is neutrality. Dr. Clark H. 
Pinnock has described it in his book, “ Set Forth Your 
Case.” “ Although the politician appeals to sectional 
interests in order to get elected to office, the last thing in 
the world he must do when installed is to admit any 
sectional interests. It is nice to have convictions, so long 
as you don’t believe they are true! The new citizen, 
friendly to all convictions, but attached to none, is a 
menace ” 
The third of our gods Is gimmieitls. We have our hands 
out expecting to receive. It does not matter whether we 
are worthy, whether we have worked, or whether we 
intend to make a contribution in return The dole has 
become an acx-epted way of life. We appeal to Caesar for 
life’s needs. We dance to Caesar’s fiddle. We push God 
and His commandments into the background. We hesitate 
to call upon God for fear that we will offend that minority 
that says there is no God. Caesar has given us bread but in 
the process we may lose the soul. 
If we would continue as a great nation we must tear 
down the idols of spectatoritis. neutrality and gimmieitis. 
We must return to the God of our Fathers.

For 16 years Geoffrey EYancis 
F^isher, rec*tor of TYent. pUiyed 
lus role in the larger tapc’stry of 
F^ngllsh hlstoiy. As AR-hbishop 
of Canterbury and lYimate of 
All England, he performed wed­ 
ding rites for two princesses of 
the royal house. FJizabeth and 
Margaret, crowned F>lizabeth as 
Britain’s queen, christened her 
three' eldest children, Chirrles. 
Anne and Andrew, and presided 
over leaders of the Anglican 
communion twice at Izambeth 
Conferences. 
But he once .said: “ 1 don't 
think lYince of the Church has 
ever described me. I'm a parish 
priest at heart.” 
That's what he is today. Now 
a mellowed figure compared 
with the stern man who once 
ruled the Church of FYigland. he 
strolls the rural lanes around 
his 17thcenturv' rectory, leaning 
a little on his blackthorn stick 
On a smaller stage, he devotes 
to parish problenis the same 
keen mind he once used for af­ 
fairs of state. 
This is the rich, remote, dairv' 
countr> of Dorset. 
Nothing much happt'ns here, 
though it's a scant 120 miles 
from London's urban sprawl 
Here Lord F'isher of l^imheth 
—the queen gave him the title 
when he quit office lives the 
simple life. But for a man who 
will be 81 May 5, it is an active 
one. He preaches at Mattins on 
Sundays, pins up notices about 
the next choir practice, talks to 
the Mothers' Union, looks in on 
the jumble sale. Like any coun­ 
try parson, he sometimes goes 
up to the big manor house with 
I*id\’ F’lslier for a glass of sher­ 
ry and a cfyit.

Pacification Set Back 
By Viet Cong Offensives

WASHINGTON (AP) - Am- 
"bassador Robert W. Komersay s 
.the Viet Cong dealt pacification 
:a real setback with their Febru ­ 
ary assau lt on Sou th Vietnam’s 
cities—bu t he predicts Saig on 
will recou p its losses faster than 
the enemy will. 
In a cabled response from Sai­ 
g on to qu estions from The Asso­ 
ciated Press, Komer su mmed 
lip the statu s of “the other war" 
since the massiv e lu nar new 
^ear enemy offensiv e this way : 
“ Pacification is still aliv e and 
kicking , despite the early tend­ 
ency of many to pronou nce it 
dead. It now seems clear that 
those who cou nted ou t pacifica­ 
tion in the immediate afterm ath 
of the Tet offensiv e were ov er­ 
reacting and speaking prema­ 
tu rely before the retu rns were 
in. 
“ We u nqu estionably su ffered 
a real setback—especially trag ­ 
ic in terms of innocent civ ilian 
losses—bu t the enemy su ffered 
g riev ou s losses, too. 
“The real qu estion is whether 
v \e can recov er and forg e ahead 
more qu ickly than he. I believ e 
that we are and can, g iv en p)er- 
kev eranceand will." 
‘ Komer, who ru ns U.S. assist­ 
ance to the pacification effort as 
a depu ty to the American com­ 
mander, Gen. William C. West­ 
moreland, had prev iou sly held 
(iff a pu blic assessment of the 
ov er-all impact of the Tet at­ 
tacks on his prog ram u ntil more 
resu lts were in from Sou th Viet­ 
nam's 44 prov inces. 
Following are qu estions to 
and replies from Komer; 
Q. How does ‘the other war’ 
stand since the Tet offensiv e, 
both in psy cholog ical and phy si­ 
cal terms*’ 
A. By and larg e, the ‘other 
war’ impact of the Tet offensiv e 
how appears to hav e been more 
•psy cholog ical than phy sical. De­ 
spite the trag ic losses—some 
650.000 Tet ev acu ees at the hig h 
point, abou t 7 ,500 civ ilians killed 
and 15,500 wou nded, arou nd 
9 5.000 homes destroy ed or dam­ 
ag ed, and ex tensiv e damag e to 
b^iness facilities and transport 
nets-S ou th Vietnam has dis­ 
play ed considerable recu perat­ 
ing power. 
Ev acu ees hav e now declined 
to u nder 400,000, ex tensiv e u r- 
Iwn rebu ilding and resettlement 
is u nderway for the homeless, 
medical facilities hav e been 
larg ely 
restored, and ample 
food is av ailable 
’ Prices are back down near 
pre-Tet lev els, most key roads 
and waterway s hav e been re­ 
opened. and traffic on them is 
slowly increasing . 
Howev er, economic recov ery 
U3 g eneral has btd slu g g ish as 
bu siness 
confidence 
is 
only 
slowly retu rning . Insecu rity and 
^ r of fu rther Viet Cong -North 
Vietnamese attacks remain key 
problems in many cities and 
ev en more so in the cou ntiy side. 
In pacification, too, the more 
seriou s damag e seems psy cho­ 
log ical rather than phy sical. 
\\ hile ru ral pacification u nqu es­ 
tionably receiv ed a su bstantial 
setback, espticially in the IV 
Corps Delta area where ov er 
half ou r losses were su ffered, 
the loss of hamlets and re­ 
sou rces has prov en mu ch less 
than earlier feared. 
Now that enou g h time has 
elapsed to assess these losses 
carefu lly , it appears for ex am­ 
ple that less than 480 small ou t­ 
posts and watchtowers ou t of 
abou t 5,000 were abandoned or 
Ov erru n—chiefly in the Delta. 
Ou t of some 8 ,500 hamlets 
with some deg ree of g ov ern­ 
ment presence, only abou t 200 
,keem to hav e rev erted to VC 
control, 
thou g h many more 
hav e been downg raded from rel­ 
ativ ely secu re to contested sta­ 
tu s. 
Of the local secu rity forces, 
abou t 6,600 RF-PF (Reg ional 
and Popu lar Forces), 640 police 
and 160 RD ( Rev olu tionary De­ 
v elopment) cadre were killed or 
captu red throu g h the end of 
Febru ary . Desertions were also 
^ijUTfWLsingly low. 
In fact, the g reat bu lk of the 
GVN's (Gov ernment of Viet- 
napi) pacification forces are al­ 
ready mostly back at their 
posts. More than 90 per cent of 
the 4,000-odd PF platoon and 9 00 


RF companies are back per­ 
forming fwe-Tet missions. As of 
late March, 464 of the 595 black 
pajama RD teams are back in 
the hamlets—abou t 7 7 per cent. 
This is encou rag ing . . . 
Ou r big g est concern in all 
areas lies in the g reater fear 
and apathy among the ru ral 
popu lation, some loss of confi­ 
dence in GVN ability to protect 
them, and a g reater defensiv e­ 
mindedness among GVN secu ri­ 
ty forces worried ov er renewed 
VC attacks. These intang ible 
factors are difficu lt to measu re, 
bu t we think they are alreadv ' 
chang ing for the better. 
Q. What lessons from the Tet 
assau lt hav e been learned which 
can help ag ainst the nex t g ener­ 
al offensiv e which the Commu ­ 
nists say they plan for this su m­ 
m er and fall? 
A. The most obv iou s lesson is 
alway s to ex pect the u nex pect­ 
ed. I dou bt the GVN really ex ­ 
pected su ch blatant v iolation of 
the Tet tru ce. In my ju dg ment, 
the intial su ccess of the enemy ’s 
Tet offensiv e sprang larg ely 
from a combination of optimu m 
su rprise and meticu lou s pre­ 
planning . He g ained local su r­ 
prise both by attacking du ring 
Vietnam's big g est holiday when 
the GVN was most off g u ard 
and by attacking cities rather 
than the hamlets. 
Bu t another key lesson from 
the Tet offensiv e is that despite 
su rprise, the enemy lacked the 
capability to su stain his initial 
su ccess in penetrating many 
towns. He did not g et the Viet­ 
namese Armed Forces collapse 
or popu lar response he ex pect­ 
ed. If he was actu ally so mu ch 
strong er than prev iou sly esti­ 
mated, why cou ldn’t he hang on 
long er or ex ploit more fu lly ? 
So I see a second lesson of the 
Tet offensiv e in the enemy ’s 
lack of su fficient streng th to ex ­ 
ploit his initial adv antag e. 
We hav e also learned that we 
mu st dev ote more attention to 
protecting the cities, althou g h it 
is dou btfu l whether the VC 
cou ld du plicate the special con­ 
ditions of Tet 1968. In fact, 
while Hanoi propag anda keeps 
skillfu lly talking u p a ‘second 
wav e,’ it hasn’t g otten off the

Rojas Wins 
Unanimous 
Decision 


LOS AN GELES (AP) - Cali­ 
fornia’s Raul Rojas rallied in 
two violent rounds, the 12th and 
15th, and won a unanimous deci­ 
sion over Enrique Higgins of 
Colombia Thursday night to win 
the World Boxing Association 
featherweight championship. 
Rojas, 126, San Pedro, Calif., 
had Higgins, 125Vz, Bogota, Co­ 
lombia, on the verge of a knock­ 
out in the two crucial rounds be­ 
fore a capacity crowd of 10,4(X) 
at the Olympic Auditorium—a 
crowd which paid $64,381. 
The decision was widely ac­ 
claimed by the partisan Rojas 
following but there were those 
who felt that Higgins, a master 
at jabbing and boxing had 
earned the decision 
While the WBA, which in­ 
cludes California, sanctioned 
the fight, to fill the vacancy 
caused when Mexico’s Vicente 
Saldivar retired last October, 
there are other areas in the 
world which did not extend the 
recognition. 
Referee Dick Young scored it 
11-6, judge John Thomas had it 
10-5 and judge George Latka 
scored 10-6. California’s scoring 
is one or more points to the win­ 
ner of a round, none for the los­ 
er and none for an even round 
The Associated Press scored 
it 8-6 for Higgins 
The victory was the 34th for 
Rojas. His only defeat was a 15- 
round knockout by Saldivar in 
Los Angeles, May 7,1965. It was 
the third defeat in 33 fights for 
Higgins.

“With Bobby in the picture, 
we may have a chance.” 
'Two top men in the quiet cam­ 
paign to win the Republican 
nomination for the (^lifornia 
governor said in separate inter­ 
views tliat if Kennedy Uxiks like 
a winner when the Republican 
convention opeas Aug 
5. it 
could put GOP delegates in the 
market for a new face as an al­ 
ternative to the current front- 
runner. former Vice ¡^resident 
Richard M Nixon 
If Kennedy becomes the Dem- 
oc'ratic nominee, one Reagan 
man said, “ It will be harder 
for República as to campaign 
against the Johnson administra­ 
tion. After all, Bobby will have 
gotten the nomination by cam­ 
paigning against the Johnson 
adrninlstration himself ” 
Since the lX*mocratic conven­ 
tion opens three weeks after the 
Republican convention, the Rea­ 
gan men are hoping for a strong 
early showing by Kennedy' 
In the interim, the Reagan 
forces are trying to convince 
Republican favorite soas to stay 
off a Nixon bandwagon 
“ If the favorite sons hold, it s 
impossible for a guy to get that 
nomination on the ñrst ballot. ’ 
a Reagan adviser said 
He ec'hoed the California gov­ 
ernor, who told a Sacramento 
news 
conference 
Monday; 
“ There are now favorite-son 
delegatioas representing more 
than 700 votes ... I ’m still in­ 
clined to think it will be an open 
convention” 


Reagan has repeatedly denied 
he is an active candidate for the 
presidency However, he won’t 
remove his name from the pres­ 
idential primary ballots in three 
states where it would take a dis­ 
avowal of any intention of possi­ 
bly becoming a candidate Thus 
Reagan’s name will be on the 
ballot in Wisc-onsin, Nebraska 
and Oregon, though he has no 
plans to campaign in any of 
them 
Discussing Nixon. Reagan ad­ 
visers tend to condemn the for­ 
mer vice president with faint 
praise.

Wluit makes an already con- 
fasing situation more baffling Is 
the carefree way the latest sin­ 
ners—party propagandist Wang 
Li, purge committeeman Chi 
Pen-yu, amiy leader lisiao Hai 
and 
others—are accused 
of 
being old cronies of yesteiyear’s 
villains. 
All are charged with being an­ 
tiparty, antirevolution and plot­ 
ting to restore capitalism on the 
mainland. 
The chief charge Is that those 
who liave tumbled into disgrace 
in some way opposed the sacred 
word of 74-year-old Communist 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung.

There was a period, over the 
new year, when Mrs. Mao — 
Chiang Ciuu^—was rumored in 
the doghouse. She was absent 
from a series of important pub­ 
lic oc'casions. 
Premier Chou 
F^n-lai said she was ill. She has 
since reappeared and no one 
has yet said whether she had 
had her tuin at self-criticism. 
To have done so would not 
have been necessarily a sign 
she had fallen into disfavor. 
Vice FY-emier-F'oreign Minister 
Chen Yi last year underwent a 
deep soul - searching for his 
wrong thinking but he has come 
out of it as strong as ever. 
Mao’s 
demands 
on 
those 
around him are simple. He Is 
willing to forgive and forget if 
they will admit they were wrong 
and pledge themseives—as Chen 
Yi did- to be good boys in the 
future. What he is after is a new 
kind of human, totally dedicated 
to his ideas and those of his ap­ 
pointed successor, Defease Min­ 
ister Lin Piao. 
Those purged are in hot water 
only when they are classed as 
counterrevolutionaries.

Negro was shot to death.

(AP) — A 
thunderous western welcome 
and some quick medical treat­ 
ment for his dy ing v oice greeted 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy Thurs­ 
day as he pushed his nonstop 
campaign for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
Kids were let out of school to 
line the streets as the tousled­ 
haired candidate rolled by in an 
open car flanked by police mo­ 
torcy cles with sirens screaming. 
They forced it to a stop four 
times along the eight-mile route 
and what has become a familiar 
ritual of the Kennedy campaign 
took place. 
They swarmed about the con­ 
v ertible as he clambered up on 
the back, two aides clutching at 
him to keep him from tumbling 
off. And Kennedy leaned out. 
grinning, to touch as many 
hands as he could. The y oung­ 
sters squealed and jumped 
At one point in the downtown 
business district he seized a bull 
horn and appealed for help in 
his poliUcal challenge to Presi­ 
dent J ohnson. 
But the v oice was not the fa­ 
miliar Kennedy sound. It is 
sorely strained after nearly two 
weeks of heav y campaigning 
and has faded to a whisper. On 
the plane from Salt Lake City , 
he communicated by scribbling 
notes like “ I hav en’t eaten y et” 


—and talk ed bu t little. 
Bu t in another marv el of this 
jet ag e campaig n hLs personal 
phy sician from New York was 
waiting at Stapleton Internation­ 
al Airport to meet and treat 
him.

Their welcome was boisterou s 
as he told them the 1968 election 
“will mean nothing if it ends 
with the cou ntry as div ided as

The messag e was the same he 


has deliv ered in abou t 10 states 
since he beg an his campaig n; 
“ We can hav e a better cou ntry , 
a more decent cou ntry , a cou n­

Reports in Washington said 
the plane’s last radio transmisr 
sion came ov er Laos, between 
Thailand and North Vietnam. A 
search has faded to find any 
trace of the plane or its two- 
man crew, sources said.

Ca r thefts by juv eniles is usua lly the 
prelude to co mmitting o f o ther crimes a s 


a dult pro fessio na ls who stea l ca rs a s a 
mea ns to pursue o ther crimina l a ctiv ities. 
Pro fessio na l ca r thiev es a re difficult to 
co pe with. They ha v e ingenio us metho ds 
to a cco mplish their purpo ses. A lo cked ca r 
ma y deter but no t thwa rt them. 
On the o ther ha nd a n unlo cked ca r, a nd 
especia lly o ne in which the ignitio n key 
ha s no t been remo v ed, is a tempta tio n to a 
y o uthfu beginner. Owners who neglect 
this metho d to disco ura ge theft o f v ehicles 
by y o ungsters a re a lso delinquents. They 
igno re a respo nsibility to pro tect their o wn 
pro perty a s well a s minimize the co sts 
enta iled in such ca ses a s tha t o f the 
Pennsy lv a nia children who ha d to be 
returned ho me a nd pro ba bly fa ce punitiv e 
a ctio n fo r theft o f fo ur a uto mo biles in 
three sta tes in three da y s. 
After a n initia l perio d o f educa tio n, 
Clev ela nd, Ohio po lice will begin strict 
enfo rcement o f a n o rdina nce pro hibiting 
the lea v ing o f key s in a street-pa rked 
a uto mo bile. The o rdina nce pro v ides fo r 
remo v a l o f the key s by po lice a nd the 
pena lty o f a fine a ga inst the o wner.

So 
Secretary Ru sk got Shriv er on the transatlantic 
telep hone in Madrid, where he was v acationing 
Shriv er didn't hesitate. He still wanted to serv e in 
the Johnson administration as Ambassador to 
France. 
—One Kennedy Mav erick— 
When Sargent Shriv er first came to Washington in 
1961 to organize the Peace Corp s, the immediate 
Washington reaction was “ nep otism." The second 
reaction was "star-dreams.'' Here was the brother- 
in-law of the new p resident, who was going to 
organize y ou ng p eop le to go abroad and help other 
p eop le Blase Washington said it wou ldn't work. 
Nev ertheless it became one of the most notable 
achiev ements of the Kennedy administration, and 
Shriv er 
became 
one of 
the 
most 
headlined

Incidentally , he won hLs first claim to su ccess — 
not by marry ing the eldest Kennedy dau ghter — bu t 
by managing the then biggest office bu ilding in the 
world, tne Merchandise Mart in Chicago, which old 
Joe Kennedy had acq u ired as a real estate 
sp ecu lation and had to rent office sp ace in it or go 
broke. 
It was fiv e y ears after Shriv er made a su ccess of 
renting the Merchandise Mart that he married 
Eu nice Kennedy and became a member of the 
Kennedy clan. 
Howev er, he has not been a su bserv ient member 
Neither has his wife. Last December when the 
Bobby Kennedv s were p rep aring to leav e for Asp en.

R ichard Hu ghes of New Jersey , a Johnson loy alist, concedes 
that raiding efforts into his 8 2-member delegation cou ld do 
real dam age. 
Behind the frail facade of dov ish Sen. Step hen You ng’s 
“ fav orite son” candidacy in Ohio, the p etty p rincip alities 
which m ake u p the state’s D em ocratic p arty strongly inv ite 
the skilled inv ader hu nting a rich bag of 115 v otes. You ng, 
who acted only to p rodu ce a single, cohesiv e delegation, will 
bow ou t before tne first ballot. 
Thorou ghly u nderstood is the fact that M assachu setts’ 72 
v otes will fall into Bob Kennedy ’s lap as M innesota’s Sen. 
Eu gene M cCarthy , their likely p ossessor after the Ap ril 30 
p rim ary , alm ost inev itably fades before the Kennedy driv e. 
Two recent po lls in Ca lifo rnia esta blish Kennedy a s the 
present fa v o rite to win the sta te’s 174 delega te v o tes in the 
June 4 prima ry o v er bo th the President a nd McCa rthy —if 
the la tter is still pressing his ca ndida cy by then. A 3 5 -v o te 
pickup in Orego n’s impo rta nt prima ry a week ea rlier seems 
likely . 
Conceiv ably Kennedy m ight try a trip le strike on Ju ne 4 
by also entering New Je rse y ’s p u rely adv isory p referential 
p rim ary and adding a p ro-Kennedy slate in Sou th Dakota. 
There are already heav y stirrings in the latter state, and 
M cCarthy seem s to hav e rev ersed his M arch 16 decision to 
ju m p in there. 
Only the 118 -member Illinois delegation, the one other great 
block of northern v otes Kennedy needs to crack hard to get 
close to a winning total of 1,312, is in the hands of a tru ly 
stern p ro-Johnson leader—M ay or R ichard J. Daley of Chica­ 
go. Almost weekly , he reaffirm s his loy alty and p redicts de­ 
feat for Kennedy . 
Hav ing p u t u p a w eak bu t p ro-Johnson slate for gov ernor 
and U.S. senator, Daley has a hu ge inv estm ent in his p resent 
com m itm ent. Bu t he is known to hav e ex p ressed seriou s 
p riv ate concern ov er Johnson’s ability to beat Rep u blican 
Richard Nix on if he becom es the riv al nominee. 
Da ley ’s ba cking o f the President ma y no t pro v e a s so lid a s 
it a ppea rs to da y . If Kennedy wins in Orego n a nd Ca lifo rnia , 
a nd New Yo rk, Pennsy lv a nia , New Jersey , Ohio a nd Michi­ 
ga n a re by then to ppling his wa y , Da ley might decide to y ield. 
Mo reo v er, he ha s nev er ha d to ho ld a delega tio n a ga inst such 
pressures a s a re here co njectured. 
All this m ov em ent in the cru cial big states p resu m es a 
Kennedy bu ilding bonfires ev ery w here with big crowds and 
ey e-catching p erform ances, not to mention a su p erskilled 
organization going hard for delegates. Desp ite early m isstep s 
at some lev els, these p resu m p tions are beginning to be con­ 
firmed already . 
Bu t Kennedy ’s task is still im m ense, no m atter how brightly 
v iewed. Say s a resp ected northern D em ocrat: “ 1 think Bobby 
has one hell of a m ou ntain to clim b.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — In less than three y ears, 
the United States has almost comp letely broken the 
last links between the nation’s money and the two 
p reciou s 
metals—silv er 
and gold—mankind has 
u sed as money for thou sands of y ears. 
And a p reliminary step has been taken u nder U.S. 
leadership toward decreasing the role of gold in 
international affairs desp ite France’s op p osition. 
The intermediate and final step s mu st still be 
p lay ed in the international field bu t the nex t scene is 
schedu led this weekend in Stockholm among the 
non-Commu nist world’s 10 richest nations, inclu d­ 
ing France. 
Crisis has marked the domestic demonetization 
of both silv er and gold. 
It inclu ded the remov al of all silv er from dimes 
and q u arters and the elimination earlier this month 
of the gold backing for p ap er money . The silv er 
content of half dollars was cu t from 9 0 p er cent to 40 
p er cent. 
Now the only backing for U.S. money is the 
strength of the economy , not the intrinsic v alu e of 
the coinage or gold behind the p ap er money . 
Silv er was the first to be demonetized becau se of 
the bu rgeoning u se of the metal in indu stries 
ranging from p hotograp hy to jewelry and becau se 
of a coin shortage in the early 19 6 0s. 
Some p ap er money is still backed by silv er bu t the 
deadline for redeeming silv er certificates for silv er 
is Ju ne 24. Silv er certificates were made between 
19 29 and the early 19 6 0s 
The domestic demonetization of gold came with 
remov al earlier this month of the 25 p er cent gold 
cov er, a mov e made necessary by the gold crisis 
which followed dev alu ation of the British p ou nd in 
Nov ember. 
Until last week, each $1 in Federal Reserv e 
notes—the only p ap er money now made—was 
backed by 25 cents in gold 
Remov al of the gold cov er came after the United 
States and its Eu rop ean gold p artners fix ed a two- 
p rice sy stem for gold—one for p riv ate hoarders and 
sp ecu lators who mu st now p ay the going market 
p rice and a $35-an-ou nce p rice among gov ernments. 
One p rov ision of the so-called Washington gold 
agreement was that gov ernments no longer bu y or 
sell gold in the op en market, thu s freezing the $40 
billion now held in gov ernment money stocks. 
The nex t step will be p lay ed ou t in Stockholm this 
weekend and inv olv es the finishing tou ches on a 
p rogram 
ap p rov ed 
last 
Sep tember 
by 
the 
International Monetary Fu nd—the creation of new 
money when and as needed to keep world trade 
flowing smoothly . 
The new money —which wou ld mov e only among 
gov ernments —wou ld be a bookkeep ing entry by the 
IMF and wou ld be linked in no way to gold. 
France still fav ors gold as the standard and 
restated her v iews p rior to the Stockholm meeting 
as she has in the p ast p rior to other money meetings. 
After the final langu age is drafted, the new money 
agreement mu st be adop ted by indiv idu al nations 
in the IMF and can’t go into effect withou t an 85 p er 
cent weighted v ote of the IMF membership . 
Introdu ction of actu al money , the ex p erts figu re, 
is at least one y ear away . 
In addition to the United States and France, other 
nations to be rep resented at Stockholm are the 
United Kingdom, Canada, Jap an, Sweden, Bel­ 
giu m, the Netherlands, West Germany and Italy .

Curb Service Dentistry 
W as Emergency Procedure

Cary M. has a chronic wasting disease and is 
confined to her home ex cep t for rare au to 
ex cu rsions to see a bit of the ou tside world. Any 
mobility is a hardship , and climbing stairs is too 
ex hau sting and too dangerou s. 
Becau se of this, her dental health was neglected. 
Her teeth were badly broken down. Decay was 
ex tensiv e and ramp ant, and many teeth were broken 
off at the neck. 
After consu ltation with her p hy sician, it was 
decided that her general health was so delicate 
ex traction of the roots was too risky . So they were 
left in p lace. 
Bu t something had to be done, becau se Cary M.’s 
ability to chew the food that was necessary for her 
ex istence was sev erely comp romised. 
That was the p roblem. What to do abou t it? 
Cary M. may be the first p atient to hav e receiv ed 
dental cu rb serv ice. She was driv en into the p arking 
area near the dentist’s office. And while she sat 
comfortably in her car, listening to the radio, her 
dentist and his assistant p erformed necessary 
p rocedu res for making dentu res: imp ressions, bite 
and try -in. Some day s later, the comp leted dentu res 
were inserted and adju sted. 
The dentu res were constru cted to fit ov er and, in 
fact, rested on the broken teeth. This is not tex tbook 
dentistry , bu t in this case it lent, needed su p p ort, 
since the gu ms were too friable to su p p ort dentu res. 
Please don’t ru sh to the p hone to demand cu rb 
serv ice of y ou r dentist. Dental cu rb serv ice may not 
be the wav e of the fu tu re. This case is rep orted 
merely to illu strate the flex ibility of dentists and 
dentistry , the feeling of resp onsibility that dentists 
hav e for their p atients, the co-op eration of p hy sician 
and dentist, and the awareness by modern dentistry 
of the general health and well-being of their 
p atients. 
Of cou rse, mobile p ortable eq u ip ment is av ailable 
and many dental p rocedu res can and are being done 
for non-ambu latory p atients in their own homes and 
in nu rsing homes. Bu t eq u ip ment is ex p ensiv e and 
time away from bu sy offices is too costly for most 
dentists to be able to p articip ate. 
In v iew of the ev er-increasing age of ou r 
p op u lation, 
home 
dental 
treatment p rograms 
deserv e mu ch more attention from all concerned.

Living 
Costs Go 
Up Again 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Liv­ 
ing costs continued upward in 
February with a rise of three- 
tenths of one per cent, and 
sharply higher wholesale prices 
indicated no let-up in the near 
future, the government reported 
Wednesday. 
Increases for food, housing, 
clothing 
and 
medical 
care 
pushed the Labor Department’s 
consumer price index up to 
119 0. This means it cost $11.90 
last month for what a typical 
family paid $10 in the 1957-59 pe­ 
riod on which the irwlex is 
based. 
The value of the 1957-59 dollar 
dropped to 84 cents in February, 
The index has been rising for 
the past five months at an an­ 
nual rate of four per cent. This 
would be the steepest climb in 
more than a decade if the trend 
continues throughout 1968. 
Wholesale prices rose seven- 
tenths of one per cent, biggest 
monthly jump in two years, in­ 
cluding a hefty 1.5 per cent in­ 
crease for farm products and 
processed foods. 
“ It does appear it will contin­ 
ue to go up,’’ said Arnold Chase, 
assistant commissioner of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. He 
referred to the cost of living. 
Grocery prices and housing 
costs each rose four-tenths of 
one per cent in February. Cloth­ 
ing and medical care services 
were up six-tenths. The only 
major price category to decline 
was transportation, down one- 
tenth. 
Despite the rising prices, a 
longer work week and a one- 
cent hourly rise in pay boosted 
the average purchasing power 
of some 45 million workers by 55 
cents a week in February. 
The average weekly paycheck 
was $104.33, highest in history 
and a gain of $1.20 per week 
from January. After taxes and 
allowing for price increases, the 
average weekly wage was worth 
$78 03 in terms of the 1957-59 
dollars 
Wholesale price hikes were 
led by copper and other nonfer- 
rous metals affected by the 
eight-month-old strike in that in­ 
dustry, 
and 
steel 
products, 
pushed up by heavier buying as 
a hedge against a possible 
strike in August when steel­ 
workers’ contracts expire. 
The February rise raised the 
wholesale price index to 108.0 
and preliminary figures for 
March indicate a fu rt^ r rise 
three-tenths of one per cent, the 
bureau said.
